Coach Tom Wyrostek led the GCHS Warrior football team to victory 
many times in the 1991 season. Tom Wyrostek started out his football 
career at Rock Junior High School in East St. Louis. From there he went 
to East St. Louis High School where he received all-conference, all-metro, 
all-state cognition. 

When he attended the University of Missouri, he was all conference for 
two years. He also received honorable mention in all-american. 

Tom started coaching at Granite City High School in I 965 immediately 
after finishing college. In 1974 he was named head football coach at 
North. He remained at North until I 984 when it merged with Granite City 
South to become Granite City High School. 

He was named head football coach again in 1990. His total coaching 
record is 68-50 for the I 8 years he has been coaching. 
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The 1991 Warrior soccer team had another good season. With 392 dedicated Warrior soccer fans 
helping to kick off the season on the "Gauntlet” at the traditional "midnight practice.” The season was 
underway. 

Two new coaches were additions to the soccer staff. Mr. Virgil Kirksey and Mr. Barry Grote. These two 
gentlemen were ready to prepare themselves for a tough, competitive season. 

Head coach Gene Baker announced Tim Henson and Eric Davis as captains for the season. Long, hard, 
exhausting hours were put into practice. One week before the game day, the "St. Louis Post Dispatch” 
Coach’s Poll Rankings came out with Granite City ranked as Number Six. 

The games began with a 3-0 victory over Bethalto, but suffered a 2-0 loss to the Number One-ranked 
Vianney Griffins. The Warriors came back strong with a big 4-0 win over Alton. This prepared them for their 
rival-Collinsville. The two teams played ’even’ throughout the season. Their first confrontation ended in 
a 0-0 tie. 

The next five games started a winning streak for the Warriors. In the second of the five victories, the 
Warriors, (now ranked sixth) played Number Two ranked C.B.C. At the end of regulation time, the score 
was a I - 1 tie on a penalty kick scored by Tim Henson. This was Tim’s first varsity goal. The two teams went 
into sudden victory overtime, and the Warriors won on a shot by Josh Neidhardt. 

The Warriors then travelled to Quincy to win yet another victory by a score of 2-1. Brent Dippel led 
the next game by having a hat-triek(three goals) for a 5-3 victory over Belleville West. 

It was now time to recognize the senior players at the ceremonial senior night. Seniors Tim Henson, Josh

win over Belleville East, and placing fourth in the Tournament of Champions. 

With two games left in regular season play, the Warriors stayed tough, beating Alton and enduring a loss 
to McCluer North.

It was now post season play and the Warriors had beaten Mascoutah 7-0 to once again become regional 
champions.
